The pact's signing 
has been delayed by objections 
from mili tary men who believe 
that the Vientiane side has made 
too many concessions. 

According to government 
spokesmen, the insurgent leaders 
hnrf apparently miscalculated , be- 
lieving that the regular Laotian 
armed forces would join them 
when they brought ' their 400 to 
500 men across the Mekong River 
from Thailand just before dawn.

To Expand as V.S. Sales Sottfi 


WES TBROOK. Cohn., Aug. 20 
(NYTJ. — Kent Carlson, who be- 
gan operating the first federally 
Inspected horsemeat market on 
the East Coast here last spring, 
plans to expand. 

Mr. Carlson is starting a na- 
tional franchise of some 10 to 20 
horsemeat markets. The lint of 
his chain stores was scheduled 
to open with an outlet in Stam- 
ford. The establishment will be 
known as "Carlson's Meat Mar- 
kets: The Original East Coast 
Horsemeat Store." 

Last April, trying to beat in- 
flation in the beef business got 
to be too much even for Mr. 
Carlson, whose market bad ca- 
tered to vacationers relaxing at 
the nearby beaches who were 
willing to pay top prices for beef. 

Since his store started selling 
flesh of the fleet-footed animals. 
Mr. Carlson has been on national 
TV, received crank telephone 
calls, been the object of a pro- 
test ride outside his market by 
horse lovers and received hate 
letters. He also has bean finan- 
cially successful. 

A survey of the store shows 
that horsemeat prices have - re- 
mained constant over the past 
four months, unlike beef prices, 
which continue to surge upward. 
A customer can still buy ground 
horsemeat for 69 cents a pound, 
sirloin for 89 cents, porterhouse 
for 95 cents and London broil lor 
89 cents:

In a legal brief filed in answer 
to special Watergate prosecutor 
Archibald Cox’s demand for cer- 
‘ tain presidential tapes and papers, 
lawyers for President Nixon have 
argued that a President must first 
be impeached and removed from 
office by Congress before he be- 
comes subject to criminal court 
proceedings. 

Mr. Agnew’s lawyers, contend- 
ing that there is no constitutional 
difference in this respect between 
a President and a Vice-President, 
are considering using the same 
argument should it become neces- 
sary, according to sources familiar 
with the case. 

Mr. Agnew was informed Aug. 2 
by George Beall, the UJS. Attor- 
ney for Maryland, that he Is 
under investigation for possible 
violations of extortion, bribery, 
conspiracy and tax laws. The 
case, according to the sources, 
involves allegations that engineer- . 
ing, architectural and contracting 
firms paid off politicians for work 
in Baltimore County, at the state 
level and, in at least one instance, 
for a favor from Mr. Agnew after 
he became Vice-President. 

Denied Wrongdoing 
Mr. Agnew, who has denied any 
wrongdoing, was the county 
executive of Baltimore County 
from 1962 to 1966 unrf governor 
of Maryland from 1967 until he 
took office as Vice-President in 
January, 1969. 

Last week, in response to a 
request from Mr. - Beall, Mr. 
Agnew turned over copies of his 
personal financial records to the 
federal prosecutor in Baltimore. 
Mr. Beall's office has also sub- 
poenaed thousands of pages of 
county and state campaign 
financing and road construction 
records in the probe, which ini- 
tially focused on the current 
Baltimore County administration 
of Dale Anderson, a Democrat. . 

Meanwhile, Time magazine re- 
ported that officials in the Justice 
Department feel that an indict- 
ment of the Vice-President is 
inevitable because at least three 
witnesses have told of diverting 
cash payments to Mr. Agnew. It 
said the latest man to come for- 
ward was Allen I. Green, 49. 
president of a Maryland engineer- 
ing firm. 

Mr. Green was said to have told 
investigators that he gave kick- 
backs to Mr. Agnew about five 
times a year during his governor- 
ship and on a reduced scale after 
he became Vice-President in 1969.

WASHINGTON. Aug. 20 
. (NYTJ.— TWO of the nation’s 
most eminent tax lawyers are 
working as consultants to the 
special White House staff group 
preparing President Nison's de- 
fense against various allegations 
of wrongdoing. 

They are H. Chapman Rose, of 
the Cleveland law firm of Jones, 
Day, Cockley and Reavis, and 
Kenneth W. Gemmill, of the 
Philadelphia firm of Dechert, 
Price and Rhoads. Mr. Rose 
was assistant secretary and later 
under secretary of the Treasury 
during the Eisenhower adminis- 
tration, and Mr. Gemmill served 
in high positions in the Interna] 
Revenue Service and the Trea- 
sury during that, administration. 

The precise ' problem or prob- 
lems on. which the two lawyers 
axe working has not been dis- 
closed. However, two allegations 
of. irregularity in President 
Nixon's tax returns have been 
made publicly, and a third has 
been the subject of private dis- 
cussion among tax lawyers and 
accountants. 

The third allegation concerns 
Mr. Nixon's purchase of land 
surrounding his ocean -front 
home at San Clemente, Calif., 
and the subsequent resale of 
most of this land to his friend 
Robert H. Abplanalp, a multi- 
xrulliooaire Inventor and indus- 
trialist. 

Higher Sale Price 

The May 25 accounting that 
the White House gave of the San 
Clemente transaction shows that 
Mr. Nixon sold the land to Mr. 
Ab planalp * for substantially more 
per acre than he and Mrs. Nixon 
had paid lor it 15 to 18 months 
earlier. 

Based on the official White 
House figures, "it would appear 
that a capital gain sho ul d have 

been reported," in the opinion of 
Sheldon S. Cohen, who was com- 
mlssioner of internal revenue un- 
der President Johnson. Mr. 
Cohen; now in private tax prac- 
tice, is also general counsel of 
the Democratic National Com- 
mittee. 

It. is not known whether Mr. 
Nison reported a capital gain on 
the transaction. The "White 
House statement of May 25 made 
no mention of any federal tax 
liability arising from the land 
sale. 

The White House has not an- 
swered a question on the matter 
that was submitted to the Pres- 
ident's press secretary, Ronald L. 
Ziegler, on Aug. L Gerald I* 
Warren, the deputy press secre- 
tary, has replied to inquiries by 
saying only that the question 
would be answered “in due 
course." He has pointed out that 
the White House has promised a 
••detailed accounting" of the ex- 
penditures on all of the Nixon 
family's various properties by a 
••highly respected firm." 

One of the other questions 
raised about Mr. Nixon’s federal 
income tax payments also in- 
volves his real estate. Rep. 


Edward I. Koch, D., N.Y., has 
argued that at least some of the 
improvements on Mr. Nixon’s 
San Clemente and Key Biscayne, 
Fla., properties, improvements 
paid for with government lands, 
were not necessary for security 
purposes and will permanently 
enhance the value of the prop- 
erties. 

Income" Status 
Rep. Koch maintains that 
these improvements constitute 
-income” for the President, as it 
is defined in the tax laws. He 
has asked for Information on 
this point from the Internal 
Revenue Service. 

The other f allegation of tax ir- 
regularity on Mr. Nixon’s part 
involved his gift to the National 
Archives of his p re -presidential 
papers, which were valued at 
$570,000 by an independent ap- 
praiser. A public-interest tax 
group. Tax Analysts and Advo- 
cates, has charged that if Mr. 
Nixon deducted this gift on bis 
tax return, he did so illegally. 
.Apparently to make the gift 
before the July 25, 1969. effective 
date of a law tightening up on 
the deductions for such papers, 
Mr. Nixon allegedly neglected to 
take care of certain details. For 
example. Tax Analysts and Advo- 
cates said, the records of the 
General Services Administration 
show that no deed for the papers 
has been signed, as required by 
law. 

It could not be learned wheth- 
er the two tax lawyers from 
outside the government, Mr. Rose 
and Mr. Gemmill, were working 
on any of these problems for Mr. 
Nixon. 

Mr. Rose, who apparently has 
been in Washington several times 
recently on White House assign- 
ment, acknowledged that he bad 
been "consulted intermittently” 
by “the group at the Executive 
Office Building* * that is working 
on Mr. Nixon’s defense. The 
group, consisting mainly of 
younger lawyers, is being direct- 
ed by J. Fred Buzhardt jr.. spe- 
cial counsel to the President 
Mr. ' Rose declined to discuss 
what he was doing for the White 
House on the ground that “that 

isn't what one does as a lawyer.” 

Attempts to reach Mr. Gem- 
miii were unavailing. 

The office of Leonard Gar- 
ment, legal counsel to the Pres- 
ident, acknowledged that Mr. 
Gemmill, as well as Mr. Rose, 
was working with the Buzhardt 
group. 

The deputy press secretary, Mr. 
Warren, previously had' denied 
that outside lawyers were being 
used by the Buzhardt group.

“If the Pr esident remains 
steadfast in his relusal to turn 
. over the tapes, even if the courts 
hold that he has an obligation 
to do so.” the South Dakota 
Democrat said, "then the Con- 
gress will have no other re- 
course except to give serious 
consideration to impeachment." 

The senator, who lost the 1972 
presidential election to Mr. Nixon 
in a landslide vote, also said 
that the President's refusal to 
release the tapes "has made it 
very hard for us to accept the 
arguments he advances that he 
had nothing to do either with the 
cover-up of the Watergate in- 
cident or its original planning.” 

Court Hearing Set 

Attorneys for the President and 
for the special Watergate prose- 
cutor, Archibald Cox, are to ap- 
pear in Federal District Court 
here Wednesday for oral argu- 
ments over release of the tapes 
of presidential conversations. 
Sen. McGovern's comments re- 
ferred to a portion of the writ- 
ten arguments filed on the Presi- 
dent's behalf last week which 
claim that the President, and 
not the courts, has the ultimate 
power to make this decision. 

The claim has led to specula- 
tion that Mr. Nixon is prepared 
to defy a court order to release 
the tapes, should one eventually 
be issued. 

In his wwnmpritc on the 
Columbia Broadcasting System's 
program “Pace the Nation.” Sen. 
McGovern argued that Mr. Nixon’s 
position would place him above 
both the judiciary Congress 
and is "an Invention that the 
President has advanced, that I 
find no basis for in constitu- 
tional law.” 

Attorney General Elliot L. Rich- 
ardson, later an the day, said 
he did not believe the President 
was preparing to defy a court 
order. Appearing on the Ameri- 
can Broadcasting Company's 
"Issues and Answers,” Mr. Rich- 
ardson said he believed that 
argument was presented as one 
of what the "rule ought to be." 

“I don't think,” Mr. Richard- 
son continued, "the President 
has taken a position on that 
except through his press secretary 
who said on his behalf that 
the President would, of course, 
obey any definitive orders In this 
case." 

The attorney general said he 
believed the President had al- 
ready "gone far" on cooperating 
with the Watergate investigations 
by permitting evidence to be 


given by people who witnessed or 
took part in conversations with 
him, and releasing "a great 
many" presidential papers. 

Speaking to the same point lu 
his television appearance. Sen. 
McGovern argued that the Presi- 
dent is “more than a lawyer." 

“He is,” Sen. McGovern said, 
-also the leader of the American 


people. He lias a serious 
credibility problem with the 
American people. Without refer- 
ence to the legal aspects of this 
point. I would strongly recom- 
mend to President Nison that he 
not only release the tapes, but 
that he make a full accounting 
of everything that he knows 
about this Watergate tragedy."

Public opinion is considered particularly important In the 
current phase of the Watergate scandal because President 
Nixon’s address, a defense of his conduct in the matter, was 
designed to appeal directly to the people rather Hum to the 
Congress and his critics. 


Mississippi River 
Chloroform Spill 
Cuts Cities’ Water 

NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 20 lAP). 
— Municipal water systems on the 
Mississippi River south of Baton 
Rouge were ordered to close their 
intake valves today to avoid con- 
tamination by 64,000 gallons of 
potentially lethal chloroform. 

The Coast Guard ordered the 
precautionary shutdown alter a 
barge broke up and sank Sunday 
about 75 miles upstream from 
New Orleans, leaking the chloro- 
form into the river. 

A Coast Guard spokesman said 
the order would remain in effect 
until the state health department 
devises a test for chloroform in 
water treatment facilities. 

Reserve water, stored before the 
shutdown, was expected to keep 
most residents from being incon- 
venienced while waiting for the 
test. The Coast Guard estimated 
it would take 32 to 36 hours for 
the chloroform to wash down- 
stream to the Gulf, of Mexico. 

"It does not mix with water," 
a Coast Guard spokesman said. 
“Liquid chloroform is heavier than 
water and [it] has apparently 
sunk to the bottom of the river.” 


Spray Adhesives 
Banned by U.S. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 110 < AP>. 
—The Consumer Product Safety 
Commission has banned the sell- 
ing of three aerosol spray adhe- 
sives. declaring them as hazards 
to public health because of their 
possible link to genetic damage. 

“We have sufficient evidence to 
officially declare Foil Art Spruy 
Adhesive. Scotch Brand Spra- 
Ment and Krylon Spray Adhesive 
banned as hazardous products” 
commission chairman Richard 
O. Simpson said. The commission 
lias urged consumers not to use 
spray adhesives, used primarily 
by art and photo hobbyists. 


Riverboat Reprieved 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 20 (AP). 
—A bill exempting the Mississippi 
River steamboat Delta Queen 
from fire-safety regulations for 
another five years was signed 
Saturday by President Nixon.

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Scene of Death and Famine 


Timbuktu Is Now Focal Point 


Of Starving Nomads in Mali

TI MBUKTU, Mall, Aug. 20 
fWP;.— This isolated Saharan 
town has suddenly become the 
scene of death and famine even 
as the rains begin to fall across 
Mali's barren northern waste- 
land. 

Thousands of nomads on the 
verge of starvation are straggling 
in off the desert, their camels and 
cattle wiped out and their chil- 
dren emaciated and near death. 

Under practically every tatter- 
ed tent one finds a naked bundle 
of shriveled akin and bones lying 
motionless on the sand or tucked 
against a mother’s dried breast. 
Flies cover the gaunt face and 
body of the child whose eyes 
seem to have lost all focus and 
life. 

Boys and girls, walking skele- 
tons with every bone protruding 
painfully, roam the nomad camp, 
many of them in a trance. Others 
sit Buddha-like with huge swol- 
len stomachs, apparently the vic- 
tims of kwashiorkor [a protein 
deficiency disease]. Many have 
skin diseases and diarrhea Is 
rampant. 

The population of the nomad 
refuge on tbe outskirts of Tim- 
buktu has mushroomed only in 
the past month, reaching 7,500 in 
mid-August and still averaging 
about 100 new arrivals every day. 

The camp here is not unique. 
There are perhaps a dozen others 
in Mali’s Sixth Region, which 
covers everything north and. east 
of the Niger River, a desert land 
mass larger than France. Condi-

Spain Rejects 
British Protest 


MADRID, Aug. 20 (Reuters).— 
Spain has “flatly rejected" a 
British protest over an incident 
in which a Spanish Coast Guard 
vessel fired warning shots over a 
British yacht In Algedras Bay, 
near Gibraltar. ' 

Britain lodged a “strong oral 
protest" with tbe foreign min- 
istry on Friday after it was an- 
nounced that the Spanish vessel 
had opened fire when the yacht, 
the Pasadena, failed to halt. 

The Spanish Navy Ministry 
said the Pasadena, ordered to 
holt on suspicion of smuggling, 
had failed to stop and had sped 
off to Gibraltar across the bay. 
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tions In many of them are not

The Mall government estimates 
that 250,000 nomads have lost 
everything down to their last goat 
and are totally dependent on 
handouts, western diplomatic- 
sources believe the figure may be 
closer to 100,000 because many 
Mall nomads have 1 crossed into 
Upper Volta and Niger and are 
still there. 

In those two neighboring coun- 
tries, the worst effects of the 
drought have passed at least 
temporarily, but conditions in 
many parts of Mall appear to be 
still extremely serious,- particu- 
larly among the nomad popula- 
tion. 

Ironically, lb Is the rains, which, 
have come late and are again 
below normal in northern Mall, 
which have provoked the related 
flight of the nomads into towns 
and villages in recent weeks. 

The rains have taken as heavy 
a toll on. livestock as did the 
drought before, with weakened 
cattle and goats dying from 
diarrhea provoked by overeating. 

From talking with the nomads 
gathered here, It Is clear that 
hundreds of children and old peo- 
ple have died over the past few 
months from famine and disease 
in tbe desert. 

Since early May, three UJS. Air 
Force C-130 transports have air- 
lifted about 4,000 tons of grain, 
much of it American sorghum, to 
Timbuktu, Gao and other desert 
towns which have been cut off 
from the capital by either the 
enormous distances involved, in- 
sufficient water in the Niger 
River or the rains which have 
rendered dirt roads impassable. 

But the airlift has been. able to 
meet no more than one-fourth of 
the Sixth Region's minimum 
needs, leaving the Malian gov- 
ernment to fill the rest. 

Mali has insisted on organizing 
the relief program in Its own 
fashion and on its own terms. 
Making full use of the 3,000-man 
army, whose leaders run the coun- 
try. and of prison labor to load 
and unload planes and trucks, the 
government has carried out the 
relief effort with remarkable ef- 
ficiency and speed, according to 
foreigners associated with relief 
agencies. 

But considerable friction has 
developed between the Malian 
government and most of the in- 
ternational relief agencies and 
this has sometimes been to the 
detriment of those starving. 

Timbuktu has been getting an 
average of 30 tons of food each 
day through tbe airlift, enough 
to feed 60,000 persons a subsis- 
tence ration of 500 grams a day. 
But tbe entire district, which has 
a population of 55,000. is also 
largely dependent on airlifted 
grain and there are an additional 
25,000 mouths to feed in three 
nearby nomad camps. 

The medical situation is far 
worse, however. . A three-mas 
Mall Red Cross team recently ar- 
rived in the camp on Timbuktu's 
outskirts was immediately swamp- 
ed by ailing nomads, most of 
whom could not be helped: 

"We need vitamins of all kinds, 
intravenous serum for feeding the 
children and distilled water.” said 
a Mali health official. “We also • 
need doctors.” 

Diplomats and UN officials say 
they cannot understand why the 
medical situation should be so 
bad. They say a number of gov- 
ernments have offered to send 
medical teams but that the 
Malian government has so far 
turned down these offers. 

They also point out that the 
Russians. West Germans and 
Americans have given Mali at 
least six tons of medical supplies. 
But American Embassy officials 
say Mali refuses to provide any 
foreign government with a reck- 
oning of where these medical sup- 
plies. or the grain for that mat- 
ter, arc going.

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U.S. Film Industry to Test 
High Court on Obscenity

HEW YORK, Aug. 20 (NYT).— 
The recent Supreme Court ruling 
an obscenity, which permits local 
cqmnri mities to set up their own 
ce ns o rshi p boards, has forced 
some movie producers to cancel 
projects, others to seek financing 
in Europe and at least one to 
shoot “risky” scenes in several 
different versions. 

So concerned is the motion 
picture industry over the Supreme 
Court’s murky guidelines on 
obscenity that it win challenge 
the. court by taking back to it 
as a test case a Georgia court 
decision to ban the film “Carnal 
Knowledge.” 

“Fbr a film to be judged 
obscene, it must lack artistic and 
political value,” says Jack Valenti, 
president of the Motion Picture 
Association of America. "’Carnal 
Knowledge’ is a serious work. 
This is going to be a test case, 
but it will take about seven 
months. Daring the legal hiatus, 
well be operating In a no-man's- 
land. Well Just have to use com- 
mon sense.” 

“A climate of depression has 
settled over Hollywood,” said 
Steve KrantK, whose production 
of the brutal “Last Exit to 


Gardner 
Brooklyn” was just dropped by 
a major studio. “If people cant 
see adult stories, why go to the 
movies? The pabJum is on tele- 
vision.” 

. Another independent producer, 
Robert Weiner, ha^ now turned 
to Europe for the financing of 
bis psychological thriller about 
homosexuals, “Cruising,” after 
several Hollywood companies de- 
cided the material might create 
censorship hassles. “I h»n no in- 
tention of making it an X-rated 
movie," he said, *bufc they still 
thought it was too hot.” 

Rim observers are wondering 
how William Priedton’s “The Ex- 
orcist.” scheduled for release with 
an R- rating (no admission of 
children under 18 without parent 
or guardian) in December, will be 
affected by the court ruling. Based 
on the best-selling horror story 
of demonic possession, Mr. Fried- 
kin's film kept all the novels 
gothic elements. 

One of Mr. Priedkln’s associa- 
tes said. “Billy is very much 
aware of the ruling, and I’m sure 
he’s concerned. He wants to

The Carrot and All Its Legendary Virtues 


f J 1 HE carrot, wrote Buttes, in 
hia “Dyets Dry Dinner,” la 
“a great fnrtherer of Venus her 
pleasure, and of loves delights,” 
an opinion apparently based on 
the doctrine of signatures, which 
holds that a benevolent nature 
has supplied mankind with clues 
as to the virtues of various 
vegetables by giving them shapes 
resembling the parts of the body 
for which they are beneficial. 
The Greeks interpreted the form 
of the carrot the other way 
around: they employed it as a 
medicine against venereal disease, 
and even gave it a special name 
when it was so used— phittron. 
from philein, to love— instead of 
the usual karoton. Arabs, how- 
ever, agree with Buttes, and eat 
carrots stewed in milk sauce to 
promote sexual vigor. 

Another almost forgotten old 
English belief was that epilepsy 
could be cured by eating the rare 
colored flowers of the wild car- 
rot; there is usually a single 
pink, red or purple flower in the . 
middle of the flat cluster of 
white ones which this plant 
bears. 

Other Virtues 

Other virtues still ascribed to 
the carrot are less fanciful, but 
it may be that the vegetable’s 
potency is exaggerated. Thus 
everybody knows that carrots are 
supposed to be good for night

States since the 1920s is attribut- 
ed In part to this belief. But 
biochemist George Wald, the "wn 
who discovered that carotene is 
converted in animal bodies into 
the special bent shape of pro- 
vitamin A which in the eye aids 
acuity of vision, has admitted 
wryly that he Is probably respon- 
sible for a good deal of unneces- 
sary eating of carrots. Though 
carotene takes its name from the 
carrot i there are from 3 to 30 
miliigrama of it in active farm 
in each 100 grams of carrot), it 
also appears in many green 
vegetables without betraying its 
presence by coloring them, and 
any diet containing a normal 
percentage of vegetables should 
suffice to keep eyesight up to 
scratch, with or without carrots. 

It is also true that the mineral 
salts and vita mins of the carrot 
are good for the complexion: but 
if you wanted to achieve an at- 
tractive complexion by carrots 
alone, you would have to eat 
about 10 pounds of carrots a day. 
a feat which would be difficult 
even for a very large rabbit. 

The carrot is a native of 
Afghanistan, but was already 
being cultivated in the Mediter- 
ranean basin as early as 500 BC, 
which is when Greek writers 
first ifientfon it. The Greeks 
did not think highly of the car- 
rot, nor did the Romans, who 
preferred turnips: their saying 
"to live on carrots," meant to 
live badly or stingily. 

'■Carrots were cultivated ... in 
Germany. Prance and China by 
the 13th century.” says the 
Encyclopaedia Britannica, "and by 
about 1600 were grown in fields 
and gardens in England." I can 
offer no date i or China, but the 
others seem several centuries too 
late. Specific information about 
Germany is sparse before the 
second half of the 16th century, 
when the first books on agricul- 
ture appeared in that -country, 


but when they did come out, the 
carrot was revealed as already 
firmly established. It may have 
gone back there to the 9th cen- 
tury, for large parts of Germany 
as well as of France ^ere in- 
cluded in the domain of Charle- 
magne/ who listed the carrot as 
one of the foods to be cultivated 
on his territories. 

Even this date may be nearly 
a thousand years too late, lor the 
. French historian Alain Decaux 
says that the carrot was being 
cultivated in Gaul before the 
Christian era. There is in any 
case a French legend which 
places the carrot in the very 
beginning of our age, at a time 
when Christians were still being 
persecuted. “Once upon a tame 
carrots were white,” this story 
begins, and so some of them still 
are, including all the wild ones. 
It goes on to tell how a band 
of pagans burst into a . kitchen 
where a Christian servant was 
scraping white carrots, and de-’ 
manded that she abjure her reli- 
gion. When she refused, they 
stabbed her, her blood stained 
the carrots. aDd ever since they 
have been orange-red in memory 
of the martyr. 

As for England, it is on record 
that in the Middle Ages, ap- 
parently during the 12th cen- 
tury, the seeds of wild carrots 
were being sown in gardens by 
gourmets who considered them 
superior to the cultivated kind — 
so there must have been cultivat- 
ed carrots in England at this 
period. 

Though the carrot was on the 
scene early in northern Europe. 
It did not wring gastronomic 
praise from Its eaters until the 
14th century, when “Le Minagier 
de Paris” called it a basic neces- 
sity. a food which could be stor- 
ed throughout the winter, and 
which by its color added cheer 
to the usually drab meals of 
Lent.

Miisic in Austria: RoSSHli Gone WrODg

B REGENZ, Austria The Bregenz Festival 

got a lot of pleasant mileage out of Rossinis 
comic operas in file mid-sisties. with solid casting 
and the incomparable Vittorio Gui in musical 
command, so in a way it seemed natural that after 
a lapse of some years Bregenz should turn again 
to Rossini. 

The choice fell on “Anaida,” which comes from 
the larger but less well known serious side of the 
composer's catalogue. It poses daunting casting and 
production problems and it owes its place' in rela- 
tively recent operatic annals to a celebrated revival 
a couple of decades ago by the Maggio Mufdcale 
of Florence, with Maria Callas in the title part. 
The result here, alas, was a travesty of what that 
revival must have been. 

“Armida ” Is an opera seria, but it is. more than 
that. There is a streak of the fantastic in the 
stay and Rossini responded to it with music that 
sometimes puts it on the threshold of romantic 
opera. . Tlje enchantress Annlda has trapped the 
crusader Rinaldo in a spell of infatuation, causing 
no end of intramural strife in. the crusaders’ camp 
near Jerusalem. Rinaldo finally overcomes the 
spell through pride and a sense of duty, leaving 
behind a frustrated and vengeful scorceress to spill 
. out her conflicting emotions in the final scene. 

. The title role is a killer. Armlda is on for most 
of the three acts, facing not only appalling technical 
demands but an emotional range from, passion and 


tenderness to rage and frustration. Another cast- 
ing oddity, doubtless attributable to the available 
singers for the Naples premiere in 1817, is that 
there are four major tenor roles and, in the final 
act, a unique trio of -three tenors. 

Cristina Deutekom, who was an accurate but 
dull Norma here two summers ago, was the same 
kind of Armida. She sang the notes, a con- 
siderable accomplishment, but nothing else. The 
Dutch soprano.s&ng as if she had no inkling of the 
expressive potential of coloratura, and moved as If 
she were a marionette. Umberto Grilli had some 
exciting moments as Rinaldo, and he and Ids 
fellow tenor crusaders made a fine moment of 
their trio. 

As for the production, it was hard to tell what 
such experienced hands as Carlo Maestrini, the 
stage director, and Peter Hall, the designer, were 
up to. There was some talk of drawing inspiration 
from Sicilian puppet theater, but the result looked 
more as if they had given up on producing any- 
thing convincing and simply opted for a lampoon 
instead. The chorus, whether as crusaders or 
denizens of an enchanted woods, was ludicrous. So 
were the sets and costumes, which looked like 
fugitives from a very provincial theater warehouse. 
The operatic literature is full of suitable subjects 
for parody, but “Armida” is not one of them. 

The Vienna Symphony, under Carlo Fraud's 
direction, played as if it had been overworked, and, 
considering its many duties at the festival, that 
might wen be the case. 


the carrot were developed in the 
16th century, especially the tiny 
succulent round kind, and the 
vegetable has been popular ever 
since. 

Carrots contain more sugar 
than any other vegetable except 
the beet, and as a result almost 
all the dishes in which carrots 
are the principal ingredient are 
desserts— -a carrot pudding of the 
Irish, who in Gaelic refer to 
this vegetable as “underground 
honey;" the festive gajar halva 
of the Hindus, embellished with 
edible silver leaf; and the Jewish 
tzimmes of Rash Hash ana, in 
which round slices of carrot 
symbolize gold coins and con- 
sequently express a wish of 
prosperity for the coming year. 
Otherwise, except as hors d 'oeuvre 
or in soup, carrots rarely emerge 
from a supporting role lor other 
foods— either as a. seasoner, as 
in an Italian sojjrito, or a side 
dish with meat (it has a special 
affinity for, beef, with which it 
plays a complementary role, since 
beef sometimes has a constipat- 
ing effect, while carrots are mild- 
ly laxative, so that eating the 
two together holds the digestive 
balance steady. 

The Contents 

Carrots are about 30 percent 
water: of the rest, as much a* 
10 to 15 percent may be sugars. 
The carrot is rich in vitamins 
A. B and C. and in mineral salts, 
first of all iron, but also magne- 
sium, calcium and phosphorus. It 
has a low caloric count Coulv 
42 calories per 100 grams of raw 
carrot), so most thinning diets 
include it. Carrots are a recom- 
mendable food for everybody ex- 
cept diabetics, who cannot toler- 
ate its sugar, but this makes it 
a particular boon for those whose 
energy requirements are high, 
such as adolescents, athletes and 
pregnant women. 

They are especially beneficial 
to Infants Just graduating from 
an exclusive diet of milk. Alex- 
andre Dumas wrote that carrots 
promote sweating, stimulate the 
appetite and purify the blood: 
modern medicine agrees with him 
to the extent of admitting that 
carrots help regenerate the blood 
by encouraging an increase in 
its hemoglobin content. 

In addition to an edible root, 
“carrot” can mean, in English 
and French, a twist of chewing 
tobacco or an earth sample 
brought up as the core of a hol- 
low tube; in English alone, either 
one of two distinct colors, both 
confusingly given the same name, 
or a chemical used in producing 
felt: in French alone, a cone- 
shaped nozzle used to make plas- 
tic molds by injection or a tennis 
ball which bounces from the 
ground in an unexpected direc- 
tion. 

The carrot symbolizes an il- 
lusory reward in English (the 
carrot which dangles before the 
donkey's nose) and “to carrot” 
means to wheedle, cheat or 
swindle in French (“He's carrot- 
ing cigars from the Americans." 
Colette once wrote'. Probably 
the most famous figurative use 
of the carrot was in the message 
radioed to Algeria at the time 
of the military uprising there:

Milhaud's Advice 

*Tf you’re jazz musicians, be 
proud of it. Don't try to imitate 
European music: jazz has saved 
European art.” Brubeck recalled 
Milhaud telling his students at 
Mills College in Oakland. Calif. 

Brubeck is proud of himself, 
and of jazz. 

“I think the biggest mistake 
classical musicians ever made 
was when they stopped improvis- 
ing. That’s why they're in the 
trouble they're in,” be said. 

“Our contribution (to music) 
is equal— I don’t say more im- 
portant — but at least equal,” for 
reinstating “improvisation after 
it had been allowed to die,” he 
added. “It's the spirit that gave 
music a new survival.” 

When Brubeck made the cover 
of Time, there were few bookings 
open to jazzmen and those didn’t 
pay much more than gas money.

Brubeck. unable to peddle liis 
songs to the record companies 
• "Jazz just wasn't felling"), form- 
ed Fantasy Records- “I put up 
S4Q0.” he recalls. The investment 
reaped dividends as Americans, 
millions Of Americans, were sud- 
denly hooked on jazz. 

First Quartet 

In 1951 Brubeck organized the 
first of the popular quartets with 
which he played his way Into the 
jars idiom. The quartets, which 
occasionally changed personnel 
over the years, toured exten- 
sively, bringing jazz to hundreds 
of email towns around the coun- 
try and, later, to Europe. 

Though the last of the quar- 
tets was disbanded in 1967 when 
Brubeck went into his ‘'classical” 
period, he cherishes the mem- 
ories of touring with the groups. 

Reminded of the 1960 tour of 
Southern universities during 
which 22 schools canceled the 
quartet's appearances. Brubeck 
became sad. “Two days before 
the tour, the booking agent call- 
ed and said not to bring 'black 
bassist i Eugene 'Wright, asking 
for Norman Bates, the group's 
previous bassist, who is white,” 
Brubeck add. T told them I'd 
only play the colleges that would 
accept the quartet as it was . . 

The memories return, quickly 
now. “That same year, one of 
the biggest TV shows in the 
country had hired us, and just 
before the show they told me 
they wouldn’t show Wright on 
camera.” He shook his head. 

That show would have paid 
me far more for one night than 
I used to make in two years . . . 
I told them I wouldn't do it. so 
they got Duke Ellington instead. 
I don't think Duke knows that." 

But Duke Ellington is as black 


as Eugene Wright . . . “It wasn't 
the color.” he explained. "They 
didn’t want any integration. And 
this was I960. 

A Microphone 

*1 think I integrated more 
universities with Gene Wright 
than anyone, s Brubeck con- 
tinued. "At one big school the 
president of the college said: 
•You keep your bass player in 

the background. During the con- 
cert. I told Wright his micro- 
phone wasn’t working and sent 
him up front to use mine.” he 
laughed. 

‘■When you've got a mixed 
group you’ve got to have a sense 
of humor to survive." he added, 
obviously still deep in the past. 
“We pulled tricks back then that 
kept us laughing lor days."

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The Dollar Strengthens 


With more than enough had UB. economic 
news to go around — soaring food prices, 
shortages, record-high Interest rates, a 
depressed stock market, a dollar that seems 
to shrink every time It comes out ol the 
wallet— due notice should he given to one 
break in the gloom: an improvement in the 
U.S. balance of payments. 

The Commerce Department reports that 
a payments turnaround of Sll billion In the 
second quarter of this year resulted In a 
$483 million surplus in the American pay- 
ments position. Such are the complexities 
of balance- of -payments accounting that it 
must Immediately be noted that this surplus 
was recorded only on an “official reserves 
trails actions” basis — that is, in exchanges of 
monetary reserves between the UJ5. govern- 
ment and foreign governments. On a “net 
liquidity” basis, which measures private as 
well as government transactions, the United 
States incurred a $1.5 billion deficit in the 
second quarter — but that was still a sharp 
improvement over the $6.7 billion deficit of 
the first quarter. This gain had already been 
foreshadowed by improved Am erican inter- 
national trade figures and by the recovery of 
the dollar In international money markets. 

The strengthening American payments 
position Is a welcome demonstration of the 
ability of flexible exchange rates to restore 
equilibrium to a nation’s payments position 
and to the over-all stability of the world 
monetary system. When the dollar was cut 
loose from gold two years ago, skeptics 
decried the lack of prompt correction in 
the American payments position. However, 
Informed economists rightly warned that the 
adjustment might be slow. In the future, 
more timely exchange-rate changes should 
prevent the value of major currencies from 
getting far out of line. 

The Improvement in the American pay- 
ments position is also welcome in disprov- 
ing fears that the United States Is losing its 
ability to compete in world markets. This 
belief— and the loss of markets by some in- 
dustries handicapped by an overvalued 
dollar — had led to demands by both business 
and labor for such extremely protective 
trade legislation as the Burke-Hartke bill. 
The pressures to shut out imports and check 
foreign investment will have a tougher time 
bi the face of a balanced American trade and 
t>ayments position. 


The balance- of -payments improvement 
should also be of some assistance In bringing 
domestic Inflation under controL As the 
dollar Increases In value vls-A-vis foreign 
currencies, Imported goods will cost less here, 
and American producers will be under 
stronger competitive pressure to hold down 
prices. 

However, the unusually heavy worldwide 
demand lor feedgralns, meat and other 
foodstuffs — worsened by speculation and 
panic buying — cannot be countered through 
conventional economic approaches. It calls 
for global cooperation to work out a fair 
system of allocating food before the short- 
ages cause widespread hardship or eco- 
nomic warfare. Following the American 
example, the Canadian government has now 
acted unilaterally to Impose export controls 
on beef and pork. Other governments seem 
bound to follow suit unless prompt action 
Is taken to negotiate an International alloca- 
tions program as an alternative to unilateral 
export controls that could become universally 
destructive. 

The fact that many poorer nations, 
stricken by drought and other natural 
calamities, cannot afford to meet the mini- 
mum nutritional requirements of their 
peoples makes the implementation of a new 
worldwide food program doubly urgent. The 
United States, which for years has set a 
compassionate example with its Food-Ior- 
Feace program based on agricultural sur- 
pluses, cannot in good conscience allow this 
life-saving effort to lapse just because the 
surpluses have vanished, especially when the 
need In many areas of the world has never 
been more acute. There Is still an uncon- 
scionable gap between the only slightly 
curtailed diets of well-fed Americans and the 
pitiful fare of hundreds of millions of starv- 
ing Asians, Africans and Latin Americans. 
United States leadership In a concerted effort 
by ail of the more fortunate nations to com- 
bat world hunger would help to offset the 
damage done to this country's reputation by 
its actions in Indochina. 

The beggar-my-neighbor policies of the 
world depression of the 1930s should not be 
matched by dog-in-the-manger policies In 
the inflationary 1970s.

It has been 
Trance all along that has blocked the 
progress of the European Common Market 
toward a genuine community— the dream 
that originated with Frenchmen and that 
helped turn Germany so emphatically West- 
ward after World War IL 

If President Pompidou is worried about 
the vigor with which Mr. Brandt has pursued 
his Ostpolltik— the policy of building normal 
relations with the Soviet bloc — he needs to 
recall that It was Charles de Gaulle among 
the European allies who first launched uni- 


lateral diplomatic Initiatives with Eastern 
Europe and who stoutly defended Prance s 
right to do so. Mr. Brandt's record for con- 
sulting his allies at every step of his Ost- 
politik is incomparably better than that 
of France. 

It Is likely that what has caused the new 
round of Trench sniping at Bonn — public 
and surreptitious— has less to do with Ost- 
polltik than with evidence that West Ger- 
many is no longer always willing to give 
in to the French on European Community 
policies. The peevish criticisms voiced by 
France's agriculture minister, Jacques Chirac, 
were provoked by clear indications that Bonn 
is weary of paying out $ 1.8 billion a year to 
support a grotesque agricultural policy that 
mostly benefits inefficient French farmers. 

Only history will determine whether Willy 
Brandt at times has been too eager and too 
hasty to “normalize” relations with a Soviet 
bloc that needed such links far more than 
did West Germany. But his credentials as 
a "good European,” judged by the principles 
of the two great post-war Flench Europeans, 
Jean Monnet and Robert Schuman. are con- 
siderably more impressive than those of his 
French critics.

vt son to believe— from both 
opinion polls and the reactions 
of politicians — that much of 
America is ready “to turn Water- 
gate over to the courts... and 
get on with the business of the 
nation," as President Nixon sug- 
gested in his television talk last 
week. 

While many substantial fac- 
tual questions remain unresolved, 
it seems clear that most Ameri- 
cans have beard enough to make 
their own judgments on the 
larger issues involved in the case. 
That judgment is unflinchingly 
and overwhelmingly critical of 
the President and his handling 
of the matter; it has not waver- 
ed in the last three months, and 
air. Nixon's reiterated protesta- 
tion of legal innocence last week 
is unlikely to soften that harsh 
verdict. 

By ignoring this last chance for 
a detailed answer to the ques- 
tions that have been raised about 
him, Mr. Nixon in effect aban- 
doned any hope of a quick or 
dramatic restoration of his 
shriveled credibility. He settled 
for a more modest goal— the re- 
assertion of his desire to remain 
In office and to “get on once 
again with meeting your prob- 
lems.” And that is something 
the American people, fearful of a 
change in national leadership at 
a time of great economic uncer- 
tainty, are quite willing for him 
to do. No forced resignation or 
impeachment is in sight. 

The Legacy 

&o the legacy of Watergate, 
we can now say with some as- 
surance, will be a protracted 
period — over three years — in 
which the American government 
is led by a crippled Chief Execu- 
tive. We are left with what 
Stewart AIsop has called a para- 
plegic presidency, and it now be- 
hooves us to examine some of 
the more important casts and 
consequences of that condition. 
Here are some that come to 
mind: 

• The budget will be higher. 
A weakened President will have 
trouble holding Republicans in 
line to sustain vetos of popular 
spending bills for schools, health 
and public facilities. From now 
on. more and more Republicans 
will tend to “vote their districts"

From his 
vantage point, the chance for 
solid accomplishment and the 
achievement of an honorable 
place in history must now lie al- 
most wholly in the construction 
of a new balance of power with 
Japan, China, Russia and West- 
ern Europe. Difficult as it will 
be to bargain with Brezhnev, 
Chou. Tanaka and Brandt an 
trade and troops and arms con- 
trol. the hope of success and ulti- 
mate rewards are greater there 
than In combat with Ervin. Mas- 
tie and the congressional Demo- 
crats on housing and health 
programs, environmental laws 
and taxes. 

• The great unanswered ques- 
tion, which clearly preoccupies 
Dr. Kissinger, Is how far the 
damage of Watergate will dimm- 
ish the President's prospects for 
success even in the foreign field.

Is not something that would 
normally cause me instantly to 
fr u ir ft up my pen. Admirals, for 
reasons which r emain mysterious, 
almost invariably live, if they do 
not fall in. battle, to an enormous 
age (one died only a month or 
two ago at the age of 94), and 
this one, though he had an hon- 
orable career, was not particular- 
ly remarkable for the quality of 
his naval exploits. But he was 
r ema rkable— indeed, Z think it is 
safe to say he was absolutely 
unique — for one strange thing: 
Hie was the only admiral ever to 
be portrayed, as a child of four, 
on the wrappers of tens of mil- 
lions of packets of soap.

James was the grandson of Sir

oat that it was none Of his doing 
that the picture had been thus 
used, but he never quite shook 
off the accusation.

Laird’s Warning on Agnew

WASHINGTON— A confidential 

W telephone call from top 
White House aide Melvin R. Laird 
to a Republican, congressional 
leader, warning him not to go 
all-out in defense of Vice-Presi- 
dent Spiro Agnew, is new and 
harsh evidence to party profes- 
sionals of the depth of the crisis 
that threatens Ted Agnew. 

In his Aug. 7 telephone call 
to Rep. John B. Anderson of Illi- 
nois, chairman of the House Re- 
publican Conference, Laird care- 
fully specified that he was talk-- 
ing not as a White House aide. 

His message: Don’t get on a 
limb in the Agnew affair, par- 
ticularly with an all-out defense 
of the Vice-President. Stay away 
from the Agnew affair as far as 
possible. 

Agnew is under intense federal 
investigation on charges of pos- 
sible criminal violations of vari- 
ous federal statutes involving 
bribery, extortion, tax fraud and 
conspiracy. 

Republicans who know about 
the Laird call to Anderson (de- 
scribed as "astonished” by the 
warning) assume that Laird and 
possible other party grandees 
have contacted other senior Re-' 
publicans with similar warnings. 

Moreover, the Laird telephone 
call to Anderson fits a pattern 
that has infuriated the Agnew 
camp. For example: 

• Before Agnew himself receiv- 
ed formal notice from the Jus- 
tice Department that he was un- 
der investigation. Attorney Gen- 
eral Elliot Richardson reported 
(in late July) to White House 
staff chief Alexander M. Haig jr. 
with a briefing on all aspects of 
the case. On Aug. 2, Agnew’s 
attorneys received their letter 
from the prosecutors. 

W A prominent television com- 
mentator was privately cautioned 
by an official of the Justice De- 
partment 10 days ago in words 
similar to those used by Laird to 
Anderson: Don't go overboard - 
for Agnew; you may wind up 
with egg on your face.

SEC Studies End to Fixed Commissions 


WASHINGTON, Aug- 20 (NYTL 
—The Securities and Exchange 
Commission to considering the 
idea of coupling its decision an 
increased commission rates on 
stock transactions with the is- 
suance of a definite timetable 
for ending the entire system of 
price-fixed commissions.

Mr. Garrett said that “one of 
the things we must exa m ine to 
the fact that so much of the se- 
curities industry Is losing mon- 
ey.” He noted that there are 
“responsible and serious people" 
in the industry who believe that 
if rate-fixing to terminated It 
win drive many brokerage firms 
out of business, particularly at 
this time when stock prices and 
the volume of trading are so 
low. 

“You can't laugh them off,” 
he said. “But certainly nobody at 
the commission wants to do 
something that's going to injure 
a large portion of the industry 
and 1 don’t think this would be 
tlie effect necessarily ” of ending 
fixed commissions. He indicated 
bis own belief that there might 
be some definite benefits from 
ending them.

two more spade ruffs, but there 
would then be no entry to the 
dummy to cash the two establish- 
ed winners.

South’s switchback play was not 
guaranteed to succeed had East 
taken the club queen. Be would 
have been hoping for an even 
trump break, but as it happens 
the bad club split would have 
helped him. After a club return. 
South would have won in dummy, 
ruffed a spade, maintng spades, 
and South and. entered dummy 
with a trump lead to ruff the 
fourth round of spades. By the 
time he returned to dummy with 
a trump to cash the spade win- 
ners he would have run out of 
trumps In his own hand, . and 
would have made the contract 
only because West would have 
had no more clubs at the finish 
and would have had to concede 
a trick to the heart king.

THE WOODEN SHEPHERDESS 

By Bichard Hughes. Harper <& Sow. 389 pp. 96 J 5.

Second in a two-part review. 


F “The Wooden Shepherdess” 
(the second volume of Rich- 
ard Hughes's “The Human Pre- 
dicament"), the political history 
of the twenties mores to its own 
Interior tune. At the public level, 
the Liberal party's long history 
has foundered on the enmity be- 
tween Asquith and Lloyd-Georgc. 
The Liberals seem bewitched, un- 
able to do anything right. Canny 
moves misfire and decline set s In 
as Labor succeeds to the role of 
second party and Stanley Bald- 
win becomes leader of the Con- 
servatives: Baldwin, the decep- 
tively solid and stolid middle- 
class man who sets a tone of re- 
plete, Tory satisfaction and, under 
the table, outmaneuvers the naive 
leaders of Labor. The general 
strike they call is timed by Bald- 
win's schedule and 1 lost in nine 
days. Politics, as usual after 
that, and life goes an, but Hughes 
does not let us forget the m a nn er 
of its going in Coventry slums 
and starving mine villages in 
. Wales. 

Zn Germany, it goes on too, 
but here there is more public 
consciousness of deep-seated mal- 
aise. Hitler's rise is a symptom 
of social malfunction, but it is in 
the dead ‘ years of his obscurity 
that we get to know him best. 
We saw him in the first volume, 
but mainly from afar and; at the 
end, in panic flight alter the 
failure of the putsch. Now his 
portrait is drawn in depth. 

To achieve this, Hughes man- 
ages brilliantly a tricky fictional 
device: the fictional characters 
who occupy the foreground of 
the story discuss Hitler and the 
events in which he takes part. 
This could be deadening, but it 
Isn’t; and the reason it isn’t is 
that these characters convince us 
of their deep and vital interest 
in politics. They remain, also, 
individuals with differing views. 

Hitler was no more Machiavel- 
lian, Hughes persuades us, than 
his rivals within or without the 
party. In Germany or in England. 
He was no revolutionary leader 
either, dedicated to a creed or 
a Utopian goal, like the left-wing 
Str&sser. He waited and shilly- 
shallied; he led from behind; but 
he was, Hughes makes us see, 
open to what his “silent majority" 
longed for and feared,' feared 
most of all. when he had taken 
into himself these vague goals 
and these taboos, they became 
the overriding demands of a 
megalomaniac will. All politicians 
who are good enough at the game 
to taste power are clever, crafty, 1 
able to sense subllminally the 
weaknesses of others and play 
bn their faults and errors; they 
put themselves first. But' what 
Hitler had, and the others lacked 
was a* belief that he could and 
should have what- he wanted just 
because he wanted it. 

This Is what the newborn, roar- 
ing infant believes and what 
gr o w in g up disabuses him of, by 
the process of socialization to the 
existence of other people. Hughes’s 
uncanny penetration of child 
minds and feelings serves him 
marvelously here in his under- 
standing of the malign infant, 
Hitler, the clever child whose 


magic tantrums turned humanity 
to stone; who acted his belief . . 
In his omnipotence and by so ■' 
doing persuaded others that ha • 
was indeed all-powerful Thus, / 
when we see Hitler through the 
eyes of : others, we see not only 1 
a consummate politicos, but a ' 
numinous, more- than -h uman 
force on whom desperate and 
emotionally starved folk projected 
their longings for control of their . 
lives, the epiphany of some sacred 
if ambiguous Godhead.

The touchdown came 
with 13 minutes 55 seconds to 
play after the Jets, trailing 24- 
28. had driven 64 yards to the 
Giants’ 17-yard line. 

Files, the Giants' middle line- 
backer who had been beaten deep 
by the Jets’ Rich Caster on a 
' ^ 72-yard pass play in the second 
quarter, turned in the fourth of 
five interceptions against Wood- 
M - all and Joe Hamath.

Americans Finally Join 
Gold Market in Games

MOSCOW. Aug. 20 The 

Un.ted States won its first two 
gold medals of the World Uni- 
versity Games tonight, one Of 
them to a disputed contest with 
the Rufisians that ended the track 
and field competition in an 
uproar. 

The Americans took golds to 
the men's relay events— the 4-by- 
100 and 4-by-40D. The Soviet 
Union won six track and Held 
gold medals today for an overall 
total of 44 golds. 

The United States won the 4- 
by-400 when a Russian. Valery 
Urchenko, was disqualified for 
colliding wlt-h Darwin Bond on 
the second lap. The Russians, 
who finished with 1? of tbe 34 
gold medals to track and field, 
protested their disqualification, 
touching off a long discussion on 
the field after all the events were 
over. 

Officials finally rejected the 
Soviet protest, but the uproar 
forced them to postpone the 
medal award ceremony until to- 
morrow night. The Americans 
were awarded the relay in a time 
of 3 minutes 4.4 seconds. 

'When the track competition 
hod been completed, atliietes of 
the various nations lined up on 
the Held at Lento Stadium for 
the award ceremony. But the 
Soviet protest ensued, and final- 
ly the athletes sprawled on the 
grass in anticipation of a long 
disc ussi on. 

At one point, the American 
runners jumped onto the winners 
stand, smiling broadly, and raised 
their arms in a victory salute as 
the Russian crowd laughed and 
applauded. 

In tbe 4-by-400, the Americans 
were in the lead when Urchenko 
and Bond collided. The Soviets 
then pulled ahead, but on the 
third lap. Ron Jenkins forged 
ahead. 

But the Soviets' Simeon Kot- 
cher caught tbe American anchor- 
man, Dennis Schultz with less 
than 100 meters to go. The parti- 
san Russian crowd rose to its 
feet cheering as Kotcher cross- 
ed the finish line, but the cheers 
turned to groans moments later 
when the disqualification was an- 
nounced. 

Bond said Urchenko grabbed 
his foot, but to spectators it ap- 
peared the collision was acciden- 
tal. "I almost fell, and then he 
went by me,” Bond said. -After 
the race, tbe Russian apologized. 
But I never expected the judges 
to call it.** 

In the 4-by-i00 relay, the 
American quartet of Thornes 
Whatley. War dell Gilbraith, 
Larry Brown, and Steve Riddick 
easily beat the second-palce Rus- 
sians In 39.1, a University Games 
record. 

The men's 200 meters was taken 
by Pietro Mencea of Italy in 20.5, 
as Briton Christopher Monk was 
second to 20.7 and American 
Wardell Gilbraith third in 20.8. 
American Mark Lutz finished 
fifth. 

Mikhail Zhelovoski narrowly 
edged American Glenn Herold in 
the 5,000 meters with a winning 
time of 13:41.4. Herold passed 
the race leader. Julian Goa ter of 
Britain, with about 250 meters 
to go. but was overtaken to the 
final 50 meters. "I thought I 
could outkick him,” Herold said 
afterward. "I gave it everything 
I had, but it just wasn’t enough. 
X wanted it bad.” 

In the 1,500 meters, Britain's 
Frank Clemente broke the Soviet 
domination with a University 
Games record of 3:42.3. A step 
behind, in 3:42.7, came American 
Tony Waldrop, with fellow-coun- 
tryman Reginald McAffee third 
in 3:43.2.

npHE ZWIN, Belgium OET). — For the denizens of the Zwin' 

and for the numerous visiting biologists (amateurs arid 
professionals). 1973 has been a good year. 

"Hie weather has been excellent," explained Guido Burg- 
graeve, conservator of the 300-acre Zwin Orni th olo g ical Re- 
serve at the northern end of the Belgian coast (with a tiny 
enclave cm Dutch soil, beyond the marshes). The July census, 
he noted, turned up 62 pairs of nesting avocets (Recuroirostra 
avocetta), 49 couples of oyster catchers (Haematopus ostralegua) 
and 120 nests of Sterna himnda (tern to most of the world'. 
m addition, there were storks, herons, various waders and 
doves and some 3.000 black-headed gulls (hams ridtbundus). 

Mr. Burggraeve estimates that there are more than 100 
breeding species of birds nesting in the Zwin. In addition, 
he believes there are some I&6 species of migratory birds. 

“August and September Is a spectacular time at the Zwin." 
said Mr. Burggraeve. “The takeoff, tends to be a fantastic 
sight." 

Biology students from the universities of Ghent and Liege 
visit the place religiously each year. This year, Mr. Burg- 
graeve notes, scholars from institutions of higher l e arning 
in Louvain, Lille and Brussels also dropped In to observe 
liis acres. 

Mr. Burggraeve, Flemish by birth, has a disquieting habit 
of switching from French to English to T.a.t.in “You need the 
Latin," he explained, "because the Americans and the English 
don't always speak the same language." 

A visit to the Zwin marshes, a Quarter hour by bus from 
central Knokke. should. Mr. Burggraeve believes, start with 
a tour of the aviaries. They are huge, complete with swim- 
ming pools, in the fall when the migrating birds became 
uneasy, they are let out and fly off for a vacation on the 
other side of the Mediterranean, sometimes on the other side 
of the equator. 

"But,” Mr. Burggraeve noted, "they tend to come back. 
The birds know the side on which, the bread is buttered.” 

The next stop, before soft-footing it through the pifion 
forest into the marshes, is the saltwater aquarium, a mini- 
museum of biological evolution in the North Sea with wax 
models of various inhabitants of the past and an aquarium 
full of present-day* baby shrimps ( Palaemus serratus ). baby 


mullets (MugU cephaluz) and baby eels (Anguilla angvilki) 
caught In the tidal trains of the marshes where automatic 
lodes keep the hi g h tide In. “Back of that rock is an octopus 
(Sledone rimsah” said Mr. Burggraeve, “but, he- is a bit. on 
the shy side and doesn’t want to show a leg.” 

Be added sadly that unto recently he had five squid 
( Sepia officious), too, but they died. “We’ll replace them, 
though,” he m 'f* "The tidal pools are teeming with littoral 
fauna, and once they get used to the aquarium world, they 
tend to like it.? 

The path through the heavily wooded forest Is lined with 
giant stands of nettles. Mr. Burggraeve- explains that they 
were planted to keep people and dogs out of “an exceedi n gly 
sensitive biota.” 

The Zwin. geologists believe, was . created by an earth 
tremor in the 5th century . which sent' the -sea rollicking ah 
the way to present-day Bruges, 'in effect creating -that city 
as a leading medieval seaport The Zwin silted up in the 
11 00s and Bruges lost its international position. The Zwin, 
a once busy waterway, was literally left to the birds, the rab- 
bits and the ftih*hHam*a of the tidal pools. 

In 1952 the stretch of land was set aside as a wildlife 
sanctuary. 

The land is owned by Count Leon Lippem, an ardent 
ornithologist himself, and the operation is entirely private, 
without any subsidies from the government, surviving on the 
modest 25-Belgian-franc admission - charge: A lush eating 
house, the Chalet du Zwin, is ozl the premises. The prices 
are high, but the food is excellent. 

The Zwin is still primarily for the birds and the rabbits — 
and the mini-shrimps and the mini-squid. A number of sec- 
tions of the marshlands are fenced in— off limits — and guards 
with binoculars enforce the out-of-bounds rules. - 

At 20 am. on Sundays — and Thursdays between the East- 
er holidays and September— organized two-hour tours are 
arrenged and birdwatchers are guided around the precious 
acres. . 

"We simply cant have people all over the place,” said 
Mr. Bu r ggraeve. "A lot of the birds are very sensitive. If we 
let the general public run freely in the nesting areas we. would 
so longer have birds, only birdwatchers looking for nonpresenc 
birds.”
